The life and adventures of Captain John Smith are recounted 
with great fidelity and detail in this volume, taken largely from 
Smith’s own autobiographical writings. In rearranging the ma¬ 
terial, Ashton was careful to preserve the quaint Elizabethan 
English, old-fashioned typography, and charming old engravings 
taken by him from original sources. 

Smith went to sea at the age of 16, experiencing incredible 
adventures and hairbreadth escapes almost from the start. By the 
time he was 26 his reputation was such that he was made a mem¬ 
ber of the Council of Virginia by the London Company, and from 
the beginning he was a leader of the Jamestown settlement. Smith 
was an enigmatic figure, boastful, arrogant, and despised by many 
of his contemporaries. When he first arrived in Virginia he was 
not allowed to take his seat on the Council until a charge of 
conspiracy on the trip over was cleared up. As a resourceful 
leader, however, he was unsurpassed, and it was to his credit that 
the colony survived as well as it did.

This remarkably illustrated volume takes the reader on an 
startling tour of New York in the days before meaningful 
housing, wage-hour, and child-labor laws. The text is by a social 
worker, a police chief, and a newspaper reporter. The engravings, 
made from actual photographs, add up to a vast panorama of 
poverty and crime. Pathetic scenes of homeless children sleeping 
in gutters compete for shock value with crowded prisons, mental 
asylums, and saloons. The camera visited mission kitchens to 
portray hungry faces in breadlines, then entered dingy tenement 
flats where harried mothers toiled far into the night over bundles 
of home sewing. 

The section by the reporter, Thomas W. Knox, guides the 
reader on a tour of the Bowery, Chinese opium dens, fraudulent 
auction houses, pawnbrokers, and gambling joints. The third sec¬ 
tion, by Chief of Police and Detectives Thomas Byrnes, deals 
specifically with crime and criminals. Present-day observers will 
be amazed by some of the ingenious tricks used in the 1890’s by 
scientific burglars, bank robbers, sneak thieves, housebreakers, 
shoplifters, forgers, sharpers, confidence men, and bunco-steerers.

China Collecting in America serves three purposes. First: it is 
a fascinating history of the manufacture, importation, and use of 
pottery and tableware in America. 

Secondly: this volume describes and catalogs important styles 
of china. Chapters on Liverpool Ware, Oriental China, Punch 
Bowls, Staffordshire Wares, and the china collections of Wash¬ 
ington and other Presidents are of great use to the scholar or 
collector. Additional chapters describe and catalog designs relat¬ 
ing to Washington, Lafayette, Franklin, and patriotic and politi- 
cal themes. 

Thirdly: this work is a warm personal narrative which outlines 
the methods, rewards, and disappointments of a dedicated col¬ 
lector in rural New England at the end of the last century. 
Frequent anecdotes, sometimes humorous, sometimes sad, are 
filled with pragmatic advice to fellow hobbyists, as useful today 
as when the book was written. 

More than 65 illustrations help the reader identify details, 
shapes, markings, and styles of old china. 
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Alice Morse Earle's Old Time Gardens describes hundreds of famous 
American gardens from Colonial times to the 20th century.

How was the Scarlet Letter administered, and what tor¬ 
tures were represented by ducking stools, bilboes, branks, and 
gags? 

“The subject is not a pleasant one, though it often has a 
humorous element; but punishment that is obsolete gains an 
interest and dignity from antiquity,” wrote Mrs. Earle in her 
foreword. 

This well-known authority on colonial life explores the legal¬ 
ized barbarity of colonial times with fine respect for history and 
reader-interest. The work is soundly documented with quotations 
from actual laws and court records.

Because of her extensive research in early American times and 
her lifelong interest in gardens, Alice Morse Earle was well quali¬ 
fied to write on the old American gardens and the flowers that 
grow in them. Beginning with the colonial era and continuing 
right up to the turn of the century, she not only gives details 
concerning the location, landscape, and history of famous gardens 
but also supplies information on the origins and characteristics 
of innumerable flowers. The contents of the twenty-two chapters 
are as variegated as the flowers in a mixed border. Topics which 
receive in-depth treatment include sundials, garden furnishings, 
herb gardens, roses of yesterday, childhood in a garden, and old 
flower favorites. 

Quaint abstracts from the old herbalists and quotations about 
gardens from famous poets augment the detailed descriptions. 
Over 200 photographs illustrate the layouts of the gardens and 
specific flowers, many of them associated with distinguished peo¬ 
ple, events, or legends.

Though their religious conviction was the principal factor bind¬ 
ing the Pilgrims together, the early colonists also shared a sense 
of sincere neighborliness. “Hence the establishment of an hostelry, 
for the entertainment of travellers and for the mutual comfort of 
the settlers, was scarcely second to their providing a gathering- 
place for the church,” Mrs. Earle writes. American taverns were 
the place for “consorts” of music, lottery drawings, and little 
plays called drolls, besides food, drink, and conversation. 

“The story of the stage-coach begins at a much later date than 
that of the tavern; but the two allies reached the height of their 
glory together, Mrs. Earle explains. Early stage-coaches and 
other vehicles, a staging center, the stage-driver, and the pains of 
stage-coach travel are some of the aspects of transportation 
discussed. 

Typical of many curious highway customs Mrs. Earle points 
out are shift-marriages. “Any widow, about to be married again, 
could be free from all debts of her dead husband’s contracting by 
being married at the crossroads, ‘clad only in her shift’.” In some 
demanding communities the chilly prospective bride had to prove 
her point by crossing the King’s Highway four times before the 
ceremony.

This early history of the Revolutionary War, written in 1847, 
when many participants and eye-witnesses were still alive, has 
been republished with America’s bicentennial in mind. 

The author, a noted engraver, enlivened his work with more 
than 75 illustrations. His delineations of such scenes as the 
Boston Tea Party, Washington Crossing the Delaware, Valley 
Forge, and Ethan Allen at Ticonderoga are often sharply different 
from the standard versions and—who knows?—more accurate. 

Largely emphasizing military strategy, maneuvers and battles, 
this history was intended for a broad-based general understanding 
of events of the period. While the descriptions are lengthy and 
fully documented, they are fired with enthusiasm and a feeling of 
immediacy. The account of the British fleet sailing up the Hudson 
in 1777, for instance, comes to life by the report of an eye¬ 
witness, who saw the British ships rebound off the strong chain 
that the retreating Americans had placed across the river at 
West Point. 

As an extra convenience to the researcher, the appendix con¬ 
tains more than 100 pages of primary source material, including 
such documents as the Stamp Act, Petition to the King, Address 
to the Inhabitants of Canada, Definitive Treaty of Peace, New¬ 
burgh Address, and Washington’s Circular Letter to the Gover¬ 
nors of the States.

Writing at the turn of the 
century, the Shackletons discuss their adventures in buying and 
renovating an old country inn and turning it into a home, then 
traveling far and wide in search of antique furniture for it. 

Their quest took them to big-city attics and rural farm houses, 
to country auctions and abandoned inns. They discovered real 
treasures in many unlikely places—a grandfather clock in a 
woodshed, old andirons in a bricked-in fireplace, a brass candle¬ 
stick in a pickle barrel. 

The authors explain how to recognize Chippendale, Hepple- 
white, Sheraton, and Empire furniture styles . . . how to detect 
fakes . . . how to refinish furniture . . . how to bid at auction . . . 
how to make purchases tactfully from a reticent owner . . . when 
(and when not) to purchase apparent wrecks. Scores of photo¬ 
graphs and drawings throughout the book further aid the modern 
reader in recognizing styles and period pieces.

Cowboys and lovers, werewolves and miners, witches and gen¬ 
erals are all included in this wonderful compendium of American 
mythology and folklore. Nearly 300 local legends, curious 
stories, national traditions, and folk myths from every region of 
the United States have been gathered by Skinner in these two 
volumes. Some, such as Rip Van Winkle, Evangeline, and The 
May-Pole of Merry mount, are known to modern readers through 
the works of such authors as Irving, Longfellow, and Hawthorne. 
Most of the entries however, are less well-known, but every 
bit as interesting. 

Gathered from records, histories, newspapers, magazines, and 
oral narrative, the stories have been reconstructed in a lively and 
authentic style. Arranged by regions, the work begins with a 
group of 45 tales from “The Hudson and Its Hills.” Included in 
this chapter are Big Indian.. .The Vanderdecken of Tappan Zee 
...Chief Croton...The Prophet of Palmyra...The Rising of 
Gouverneur Morris... Crosby, the Patriot Spy ...The Skull in the 
Wall... and The Monster Mosquito. 

The largest chapter, containing over 80 myths and legends, is 
“Tales of Puritan Land.” Gothic, comic, and historical, famous 
and obscure, the tales in this chapter comprise a rich storehouse 
of New England lore and legend. Among them are Skipper Ire- 
son* s Ride.. .Samuel SewalVs Prophecy ...The Salem Alchemist...

COLONIAL VIRGINIA; Its People and Customs .

Illustrated with more than 75 drawings and photographs, this 
volume is a highly readable study of the social history of Virginia 
from the settlement at Jamestown in 1607 to the Revolutionary 
War. The first chapter, The Virginia People, outlines the early 
history of the colony, which experienced one disaster after an¬ 
other. Malaria, dysentery, plague, yellow fever, starvation, Indian 
attacks, and fire wiped out most of the original colonists. 

Nevertheless, Virginia prospered. Chapters entitled Houses 
from Log-Cabin to Mansion and Household Goods trace the 
development of an aristocratic class (many of whom were wealthy 
Cavaliers forced for political reasons to leave England) and a 
substantial middle class composed of artisans, skilled workmen, 
and tradesmen. Detailed discussions of architectural styles and 
furnishings, amply illustrated, show the reader the affluence and 
esthetic sophistication that transformed much of Virginia from 
log-cabin wilderness to the epitome of gracious living within a 
century. Much of the information contained in these chapters is 
of great interest to antique collectors and students of architectural 
history. 

Other chapters deal with the manners and mores of colonial 
Virginia. Social Life, for instance, treats such diverse topics as 
child raising, wills and divorces, toys and games, festivities, 
taverns, and fairs. Education discusses free and private schools, 
tutors, William and Mary College (chartered in 1693), and 
studying abroad, which was common among children of the 
wealthier landowners. 

Basement beer saloon on Mulberry Street. Campbell's Darkness and 
Daylight contains 250 engravings made from photographs depicting the 
seamy side of New York City 75 years ago. 
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The circuit rider. Raine's Land of Saddle-bags de¬ 
votes an entire chapter to the religion of Appalachia. 
Backwoods preaching was often done by farmers 
who would saddle their plow horses and ride many 
miles to conduct prayer meetings and perform wed¬ 
dings and baptisms. Funerals usually waited until 
early autumn, after crops were in. With the weather 
still mild, friends and kinfolk could gather for fitting 
memorial services for all who had been buried during 
the year.

THE LAND OF SADDLE-BAGS; A Study of the 
Mountain People of Appalachia .

Today the term “Appalachia” is synonymous with white rural 
poverty, and many of the unique folkways which made the region 
so interesting have disappeared. But as recently as 1924, when 
this work was written, a trip of just a few miles into the hills 
would bring the traveler to a vigorous backwoods society hardly 
changed from the days of Daniel Boone and closer in spirit to 
Elizabethan England than to 20th-century America. 

After a chapter describing the awesome beauty of this region, 
The Spell of the Wilderness, the author traces the history of its 
settlement. Many of the early pioneers were Scotch Presbyterians 
whose ancestors had been victims of outrageous injustices at the 
hands of the English. Their resentment of British tyranny made 
them determined fighters during the Revolution. 

In a chapter entitled Mountain Speech and Song, the author 
shows how centuries of isolation have prevented the language of 
the mountain people from changing along with modern English. 
Many of their speech patterns, assumed by humorists to be evi¬ 
dence of ignorance, are perfectly acceptable Elizabethan English. 

Other chapters are entitled Elizabethan Virtues . . . Moonshine 
and Feuds . . . The Mountains Go to School . . . The Religion of 
a Stalwart People . . . Health and Happiness . . . Wealth and 
Welfare . . . and The Challenge. Photographs of mountain life 
and many personal anecdotes of hospitality, generosity, courage, 
and intelligence convey to the modern reader the strength and 
nobility of an all-but-forgotten segment of our American heritage.

Because of their isolation, the mountains of Kentucky and 
Tennessee are excellent areas for the collection of old folktales. 
Leonard W. Roberts, born in a log building in Floyd County, 
Kentucky, and currently Chairman of the Humanities Division 
at Pikesville College, has spent years recording and collecting 
these stories and legends. Fifty of the most interesting have been 
included in this attractive volume. 

The tales are short, averaging three pages each. Transcribed 
carefully from tape recordings, they have a simplicity and charm 
which make them delightful reading for young and old alike. 
Of course, they are also of professional interest to the folklore 
scholar. 

The volume begins with an introduction by Professor Roberts 
which traces the history of the region from its settlement through 
the Civil War to modern times. Sections of the introduction 
dealing with folkways, natural resources, and folklore enable 
the reader to enjoy the stories themselves more fully. 

The body of the book is divided into three sections. Animal 
Tales contains ten stories, including “The Sow and Her Three 
Pigs,” an older variant of “The Three Little Pigs.” Hero and 
Giant Tales number 27, including “Old Greasybeard” and “The 
Man Who Wanted to be a Witch.” Finally, 13 entries are in¬ 
cluded under the heading Humorous and Tall Tales. 

Extensive notes at the back of the volume discuss each tale, 
classifying it by type and tracing its origin when possible. Hand¬ 
some pen-and-ink drawings by Leonard Epstein effectively cap¬ 
ture the mood of the tales.

Of interest not only to the folklorist but to the student of 
literature seeking to understand the legends and traditions on 
which Hawthorne and other New England authors based their 
works, Drake’s anthology contains 123 tales, arranged by locale. 
The emphasis is on legends which are rooted, if remotely, in 
historical fact. Many of the themes deal with graveyard mys¬ 
teries, phantom ships, and other aspects of the darker side of the 
New England tradition. 

Drake quoted liberally from those New England authors who 
utilized folk legends in their writings. Thus, we have excerpts 
from such men as Holmes, Longfellow, and Whittier. Many of 
the legends told by Drake shed light on well-known New Eng¬ 
land literature. For instance, Hawthorne’s “Endicott and the Red 
Cross” and Longfellow’s “Eliot’s Oak” become more meaningful 
to the student who has read Drake’s historical explanations. 

Among the more interesting tales contained in this well-illus¬ 
trated volume are The Duel on the Common...Roxbury Pudding- 
Stone...The Last of the Highwaymen...The Pirate's Glen...

Parties from rival neighborhoods met, each carrying the stuffed 
effigy of a “pope” on a stick, and battled with fists, sticks, and 
stones, until one of the “popes” was captured.

The second section deals with the folk songs of St. Helena 
Island. The author points out that the first collection of Negro 
folk songs ever published came largely from this island. Except 
for a few children’s songs and recent imports, most of the songs 
are religious spirituals; examples of words and music are pre¬ 
sented. Johnson discusses the extent to which Afro-American 
folk songs are of African origin; he concludes that they are 
essentially European. 

The third section, dealing with folklore from St. Helena Island, 
includes examples and discussions of folk tales, riddles, proverbs, 
toasts, rhymes, games and folk beliefs.

LIVING COUNTRY BLUES.

Despite the importance of the blues and the fascination they 
have held both for lovers of “folk” and for sophisticated listeners 
alike, until this work appeared no book had been devoted to an 
examination of a substantial number of blues collected in folk 
communities. Most of the blues discussed in print have been 
those in commercial recordings, principally because there were 
few other materials available for study. To satisfy this need, 
Professor Oster spent six years travelling in the South, recording 
all types of Negro folk music. Many of the blues included in this 
collection were recorded in the Louisiana State Penitentiary at 
Angola, the same prison where the Lomaxes first found Leadbelly 
in 1934. 

Four scholarly and informative chapters give the reader an 
extensive background in the blues. The first, The Setting of the 
Blues, discusses in interesting detail some of the locations and 
singers found by the author in his travels. The second chapter is 
entitled A Brief History of the Blues and a Definition of the 
Form. Chapter three, Theme and Functions of Country Blues, 
makes extensive use of recorded interviews with bluesmen as well 
as analyzing the lyrics. And the fourth chapter, The Blues as 
Poetry, examines the blues in this collection, isolating poetic con¬ 
ventions of imagery, style, and structure. 

But the bulk of this book—more than 300 pages—is devoted 
to the songs themselves. Complete lyrics of 221 blues are themati¬ 
cally arranged. There are groups of songs about gambling, 
drinking, poverty, women, prison, and other aspects of life, its 
pleasures and pains, as sung by bluesmen. Often musical notation 
is included. Variant lyrics, lists of recordings, and Harry Oster’s 
explanations and comments make this book valuable to the 
researcher as well as to the layman or would-be performer.

It is a compact source of information on the industry’s heritage 
from the past.

Eight years before the first publication of Benjamin Franklin’s 
Poor Richard's Almanack, Nathaniel Ames, physician and inn¬ 
keeper of Dedham, Massachusetts, began the publication of his 
Astronomical Diary and Almanack. Under his management and 
that of his son, the Almanack acquired an enormous popularity 
throughout New England. Many authorities consider it superior 
to that of Franklin. In the words of Samuel Briggs, it was “the 
most pleasing representative we have of a form of literature that 
furnished so much entertainment to our ancestors, and that pre¬ 
serves for us so many characteristic tints of their life and 
thought.” 

After introductory chapters on the history of almanacs, the 
rise of the almanac in America, the Ames family, and Dedham, 
Briggs reprints most of the editorial content (omitting the 
astronomical charts and other mathematical data) from every 
issue published from 1726 to 1775. Thus we have a collection of 
50 years’ essays, poems, jokes, anecdotes, recipes, and aphorisms. 

This work is a continuing anthology or miscellany of clever 
humor; insights into Colonial (especially New England) think¬ 
ing; creditable original verse; monthly selections from older poets; 
some personal expressions, especially political; strange facts (13 
Colonies were listed in 1756—but they included Nova Scotia 
and left out Delaware); gobbets of medical advice, much still 
sound; many early American maxims; a bit of hard-hitting 18th 
century polemics—in sum, a delightful sampler of pre-Revolu- 
tionary thought. 

Both the casual browser and the student of Americana will 
find much fascinating reading matter in this thick volume. Many 
of the political essays reflect the changing attitude of the colonists 
during that important half-century of American history. Also in¬ 
cluded are facsimile reproductions of sample pages and footnotes 
and other comments by Samuel Briggs.

Part II, entitled Her Books, deals with children’s literature of 
the period and its influence on young Caroline. We read about 
her first bound book, Lucy’s Conversations, in which Lucy has 
croup in the night and the next morning is given a powder in 
jelly and a roasted apple.

For almost a century the McGuffey Readers provided a grow¬ 
ing America with a source of stimulation and instruction. Hugh 
S. Fullerton said of McGuffey, “From 1836 until near the close 
of the century he exerted the greatest influence, culturally, of 
any person in American history.” Scholar, minister, and teacher, 
William Holmes McGuffey devoted himself for ten years to 
compiling and editing the six-volume anthology of English and 
American literature, rhetoric, ethics, and history. From 1836 to 
the end of the century, more than 122 million copies of these 
elementary school reading textbooks were sold. 

Old Favorites From the McGuffey Readers was first published 
in 1936 as the centennial volume of selections.. In collaboration 
with twenty McGuffey societies, the new editor, Harvey Minnich, 
chose the best 150 lessons. Among the authorities and celebrities 
whose editorial assistance Minnich enlisted were Henry Ford, 
Hamlin Garland, John W. Studebaker, and Charles B. Glenn.

They include building, home¬ 
making, food, farming, education, banking, publishing, even 
thievery. The third appendix is made up of four essays on lan¬ 
guage reprinted from English and American periodicals. One 
essay is a delightful comparison of American and British usages 
by a British writer. 

The articles and the informal and informative introduction 
coupled with the authoritatively researched and accurately pre¬ 
sented entries give a lucid view of American speech of the period. 
The result is a dictionary that not only lends itself to further 
philological study but also makes interesting reading for those 
who enjoy an authentic taste of American history.
